Ohio Senate OKs Pep Pill Curbs 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
bill to put the use of pep pills 
under Ohio’s dangerous 
drug 
law passed the Senate Thurs­ 
day. 
The bill expands the present 
statute to 
include 
ampheta­ 
mines. The hopped up set, spon­ 
sors said, refer to one form of 
the drug as “speed.” 
The bill goes further than a 
House version. It prohibits the 
oossession of any prescription 
drug unless obtained for medi­ 
cal purposes. 
It ups the maximum penalty 
for violators from a $500 fine 
3nd a year in jail to a $5,000 
fine and 2P years imprisonment.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
boost of about $30 million in 
state costs for health care to 
welfare recipients in fiscal 1969 
prompted State Auditor Roger 
Cloud to declare today that 
“ some changes in rule-making 
will be required.” 
The auditor released a report 
showing total payments made 
by the state reached the $101,- 
883,000 million mark in the per­ 
iod. He said the increase was 
approximately $30 million more 
than the previous fiscal year. 
The costs include payments 
made to dentists, physicians, 
optometrists and pharmacies. 
There were 717,400 cases in 
the 1969 fiscal year compared 
with 601,775 cases in 1968. 
Cloud said health care pro­ 
vided by dentists jumped from 
$2,667,000 to $3,592,000 — up 
$925,000 or 34.6 per cent. 
Cloud’s office reported that

The proposed boost in month­ 
ly local and long-distance rates 
was coupled with reductions in 
charges for other services, in­ 
cluding charges for extension 
telephones, Ohio Bell said. 
Vice President Charles K. Es­ 
ter said the increase was need­ 
ed because of rapidly rising la­ 
bor costs, higher taxes and “ an 
all-time high in the interest-cost 
of money for growth and mod­ 
ernization.” 
Ester said about half the in­ 
crease in annual revenues—$40 
million—would go to federal, 
state and local taxes.

The heaviest action was re­ 
ported by South Vietnamese 
forces who claimed 77 Viet Cong 
killed in two days of fighting 110 
miles southwest of Saigon, near 
the provincial capital of Rach 
Gia. 
Other government troops re­ 
ported 20 of the enemy killed in 
a fight in the Mekong Delta 
province of Bac Lieu and 13 in 
Long 
An province 20 miles 
southwest of Saigon. 
The U.S. Command said its 
forces killed 18 enemy, includ­ 
ing six kilted in a U.S. Marine 
ambush of a patrol near the de­ 
militarized zone; seven kilted 


by a helicopter gunship after 
they fired on the helicopter 30 
miles northwest of Saigon, and 
five killed by 9th Infantry Divi­ 
sion troops about 30 miles south­ 
west of Saigon. 
Sly Marines were wounded in 
the ambush. 
The allied commands also re­ 
ported ll enemy shelling at­ 
tacks between 8 a.m. Thursday 
and 8 a.m. Friday but said only 
two of them caused damage or 
casualties. Two wounded Ameri­ 
cans were among the casualties. 
The U.S. Command also re­ 
vised its published figures on 
the number of U.S. helicopters 
lost in the war, raising the total 
to 2,893. It said 1,254 of these 
were shot down.

of the National Industries for 
the Blind here. 
What impresses storcowners, 
say s Robert Goodpasture, ex ec­ 
utive vice president of the non­ 
profit NIB, is that the racks re­ 
q uire almost no servicing by 
store personnel. And profits con­ 
vince them the racks are g ood 
business. 
The 
rack display s 
averag e 
about $1,000 a y ear of retail 


sales, althoug h the newest ones 
draw in about $3,500 each. 
Skilcraft is perhaps one of the 
happiest developments in utiliz­ 
ing the skills of the blind, of 
whom there are about 425,008 m 
the United States, for the appeal 
is alm ost solely to q uality and 
not to sy mpathy . 
It beg an in 1965 when NIB, 
which 
serves 
the 
nonprofit 
workshops, realized that fully 
$25 million a y ear of its sales 
were to the federal g overnment. 
Just as have other industries 
which feared too g reat a de­ 
pendence upon one customer, 
the NIB decided to ex pand into 
other lines and other m arkets. 
The result was the Skilcraft line 
of convenience products. 
A q uality control laboratory in 
St. Louis takes sam ples from 
the production lines and deter­ 
mines from time to time if the 
products live up to the stand­ 
ards claimed for them. Usually 
they do. 
In developing its superm arket 
line, the NIB didn’t foresake 
g overnment work. Blind work­ 
ers still make all military ties. 
And each month they turn out 
125,000 bay onet scabbards. 
in fact, blind workers recently 
moved into an entirely new area 
of g overnm ent work, supply ing 
ballpoint pens. They now assem ­ 
ble 60 million a y ear at a cost to 
the g overnm ent of about 6 cents 
apiece.

The likelihood is that y ou no 
long er have any trace of that 
g onorrheal infection, especially 
since it was treated early and 
forcefully . 
Nevertheless, there 
arc sm ears and cultures which 
can readily tell if the g erm , 
the g onococcus, is still active 
in y our sy stem. Your doctor, 
of course, will g ive y ou com ­ 
plete clearance and assure y ou 
that in the absence of the g erm, 
there is little or no chance of 
transm itting such an infection 
to y our wife. 
I m ust point out that y oung 
men and y oung women take this 
infection too lig htly . It is not 
“ like a cold,” as they would 
l i k e 
to 
believe. 
Sterility

In a q uibble, Dr. Matthew 
refers to his NEGRO as “ black 
socialism”

means is that he is forced to 
rely in g ood p art for investment 
funds on the 
g o o d will o f 
black 
penny savers who buy his bonds 
for reasons of m utual protec­ 
tion, 
which

He’d really 
prefer to be accepted as a pure
